Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1, 3-6, 31, 33-36 on 06-13-05 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that it has not been established that it 
be an undue burden to examine each of the noted invention and claims together. This 
is not found persuasive because in the last office action, the examiner had shown a 
serious burden with twenty-two species. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL.

Claims 1, 3-6, 31, 33-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Nakamura et al (US 5,841,067). 

Nakamura et al disclose a housing (10) having a rectangular shape, a space 
forming part or a slit shape (14(Fig 1))(re claims 1, 3, 4 31, 33, 34) 

Re claims 5, 6, 35, 36 the invention is functioning as claimed.
